— J tis patches received today irom 
Petrograd reflect the belief there 
that General 
Korniloff’s rebellion 
is on the verge of collapse. 
Up to 
a late hour last night 
there 
had 
been no collision between the Kor- 
niloff forces and those of th** gov­ 
ernment, according to an official 
statement, which added that there 
was no longer reason to expect a 
clash. 
General 
Korniloff 
indeed 
was believed to be on the point of 
abandoning his effort. 
One report 
had it that he had offered to sur­ 
render on certain terms, but thai 
the government demanded his un­ 
conditional capitulation. This news 
was preceded by 
dispatches 
an­ 
nouncing that Koiniloif was rap 
idly 
being 
deserted by his adhe­ 
rents, including a di\ision of Mos­ 
lem troops, which had advanced as 
far as Tsarskoe Selo, only fifteen 
miles from Petrograd, and which on 
hearing the government’s explana­ 
tion of the situation ask*-d to be 
sent home to the Caucasus. On th** 
other hand reports came through 
Sweden of further advances of the 
Kornilofi forces toward Petrograd 
and even that fighting had occurred 
in which tile general’s troops had 
been successful near Luga. 
The Russian army at the front 
evidently is still in a state of acute 
belligerency, as the German official

not penetrated, the Rome war of­ 
fice statement announces.

was signed “Keyensky, prime min­ 
ister and commander in chief,” was 
gi\en out here: 
“By the armed forces of Russia 
I declare my complot'* faith in all 
ranks of tile army and fleet, in 
the generals, admirals, officers, sol­ 
diers and sailors who have borne 
upon their shoulders 
the 
heavy 
trial of the past days. 
“The half year’s experiment of 
free existence could rot fail to 
convince very one that all the ex­ 
treme irrational demands not in­ 
stantly carnied out, wherever such 
demands may have come from, on­ 
ly cause disturbance to the coun­ 
try .I>ei every one remember what­ 
soever lie might, general or soldier. 
in the ranks, that the slightest dis­ 
obedience to authority will hence­ 
forth be punished. 
“It is time to cease playing with 
the country’s fate.

proper form, hut final approval ha* I 
been 
delayed 
because

amount of “red tape” necessary *o 
be unwound in 
passing 
the pro­ 
jects through various hands before 
they reach the secretary 
of agri­ 
culture. who must approve all fed­ 
eral aid projects submitted by the 
various states. Owing to this delay 
arrangements were completed dur­ 
ing the past three weeks to use 
state road funds, without combin­ 
ing with federal 
money to match 
dollars with 
counties 
which are 
now ready to begin the construc­ 
tion Of state roads. 
Under this arrangement actual 
construction of a road in Taney 
county,-between Branson and the 
Arkansas line, is now tinder way.
